Arlington Heights people will 
be 
seeing 
a 
lot 
of serious 
clowning this month. 
Ifs no joke. The clowning will 
be done by Dave Lynk, the man 
in charge of track security at | 
Arlington Park, who will be 
donning grease paint and a 
billowing polka dot get-up to 
become “Dodo the Clown.” 
He’ll be taking to the streets 
of the village to dramatize a 
campaign called “Operation Ap­ 
preciation.” 
The operation was thought of 
as a local effort to express ap­ 
preciation to American service­ 
men who were wounded in the 
Viet Nam conflict and are re­ 
covering at Great Lakes Naval 
Hospital. It will be conducted by j 
Lynk with the help and support 
of the Hi Pal Club of Arlington 
Heights and local businessmen. 


THEY WILL BE asking Ar­ 
lington Heights people to sign 
up by donating $1.50 to provide 
gift packages to the returning 
wounded. Each package will in­ 
clude toiletries, candy, playing 
cards and books. 
The goal of the effort will be 
to raise funds for a total of 
2,000 gift packages, which Lynk 
estimates will be enough for one 
package for each veteran hos­ 
pitalized at Great Lakes for the 
coming year. 
This is not to be another im­ 
personal fund raising campaign. 
In Operation Appreciation, each 
package will contain a card 
signed by the donor. This will 
put it on a personal basis, and 


the recipient can return a note 
of thanks to the donor if he 
wishes. 
It is not that the wounded 
veterans don’t have the neces­ 
sities of life. What they need, 
Lynk emphasizes, is personal 
attention. The gift packages are 
intended to be tokens of indi­ 
vidual appreciation from the 
people of Arlington Heights. 


“I WANT IT to be a com­ 
munity effort of individuals,” 
said Lynk, “rather than a cam­ 
paign of appealing to a few 
businessmen and raising the 
$3,000 it will cost.” 
This personalized character of 
Operation Appreciation will be 
further stressed when the gift 
packages 
are 
distributed 
at 
Great Lakes. Lynk and the two- 
piece combo and three singers 
who regularly perform at the 
Arlington Park Carousel Lounge 
will be going along to entertain 
the Viet Nam veterans with 
music and clowning. 
Operation Appreciation started 
off as Lynk’s idea. He explains, 
“The wounded in the hospitals 
are not there because they sup­ 
ported the war in Viet Nam but 
because our government sent 
them. Instead of ignoring them 
I think we should show our ap­ 
preciation fpr what they have 
done.” 
Lynk presented his proposal 
for Operation Appreciation to 
the Hi Pal Club. They are a 
group of eight Arlington Heights 
women who have been doing 
charitable work in the area for 
the past 25 years and are head-

School board races in the five 
districts serving A r l i n g t o n 
Heights will cross the finish 
line Saturday wher residents go 
to the polls. 
All polling places for Ele­ 
mentary Districts 25, 23 and 59, 
Junior College District 301 and 
High School District 214 will be 
open from noon to 7 p.m. 
Campaigns in Districts 214 
and 59 have evoked the most 
attention. Acceptance of feder­ 
al aid to schools has headed 
the list of issues in the 214 
race. Candidates Arthur Aron­ 
son, Dr. Frank J. Smith, John 
K. Auld and Dr. Otto 
Bouc 
repeatedly have voiced opinions 
on the question. 
Though none of the 214 can­ 
didates have totally rejected the 
idea of federal aid, board in­ 
cumbents Aronson and Smith 
have taken the firmest stand in 
favor of it. Auld and Bouc, 
seeking to unseat the two in­ 
cumbents, have contended there 
are inherent dangers to local 
control when federal aid is ac­ 
cepted. 


THE IDEA OF merger with 
Schaumburg Elementary Dis­ 
trict 54 has dominated 
cam­ 
paign debates in Elk G r o v e 
District 59, which includes the 
southern 
end 
of 
Arlington 
Heights. The 
five 
candidates 
for two seats on the board are 
incumbent A. M. (Bud) Bern­ 
stein, the Rev. 
David Crail, 
Gene R. Artemenko, C. Elmo 
Hilderbrand, and Wayne Little. 
Underscoring the merger con­ 
troversy 
is the 
question 
of 
whether the issue should go to 
a referendum. Bernstein has 
advocated intense study of the 
merger before any action but 
has said he sees no need for 
a referendum. 
Little and Artemenko have 
asserted a referendum is a pre­ 
requisite for the merger. 
The second seat being sought 
in the District 59 election is 
now held by Vance Folkman, 
who will retire. 
Elections in Junior College 
District 301 
and Elementary 
Districts 25 (Arlington Heights) 
and 23 (Prospect Heights) no 
doubt will pass as quietly as 
have the campaigns. Candidates 
for the three boards all are 
uncontested. 
Junior college board incum­ 
bents Paul O’Dea and Richard 
L. 
Johnson 
drew 
one-year 
terms when the district was 
formed last year. Both candi-

p rop erty tax is locally adminis­ 
tered, locally collected, and, 
above all, locally sp ent. 
A real estate p rop erty tax­ 
p ayer’s first question may con­ 
cern the figures on the bill he 
receives in the mail. What do 
they mean? Though today s bills 
are much simp ler and easier to 
understand than those of a few 
y e a r s ago which 
included 
lengthy and comp licated legal 
descrip tions of the p rop erty, the 
vast accounting system needed 
to keep accurate records on each 
p arcel of p rop erty still requires 
a myriad of figures. 
Ap p earing with today’s article 
is a cop y of p art of a 1964 tax 
bill for a p arcel of p rop erty lo­ 
cated in Chicago. 
FIRST, YOU will note that the 
bill comes in two p arts, labeled 
first installment and second in­ 
stallment. Normally, the first 
installment 
is 
due 
May 
1 
and the second installment not 
until Sep t. 1. 
The first nu m b e r under 
“Town” is 7201. This indicates 
that this p iece of p rop erty is lo­ 
cated within the combination of 
tax districts which is numeri­ 
cally identified by this code. 
The next 10 digits under “Per 
manent Real Estate Index Num­ 
ber” indicate the area (roughly 
a six mile square, commonly re­ 
ferred to as a township ) sub 
area (a square mile commonly 
referred to as a 
‘section ), 
block and p arcel. This p articular 
p iece of p rop erty is p arcel 001 
in block 328 which is located in 
sub area 17 of area 20. 


ANOTHER WAY to describe

YOUR TAX 
BILL 
BY P. J. CULLERTON 
COOK COUNTY ASSESSOR 


In the next few weeks real es­ 
tate tax bills will be going out 
to the owners of every piece of 
property in Cook county—some 
1.200,000 parcels in all. 
Whether you are a new owner 
of property and receiving a tax 
bill for the first time, or whether 
you have owned property for 
years and are accustomed—per­ 
haps we should say resigned—to 
the yearly obligation, certain 
questions are likely to arise in 
your mind about the bill. If you 
have never owned property be­ 
fore, maybe you haven’t bother­ 
ed to familiarize yourself with 
the property tax procedure, or 
if you have perhaps you have 
never quite figured it out to your 
satisfaction. 
It is my aim in this article and 
three that will follow to explain 
what the property tax is, how’ 
it is levied, who collects it, how 
appeals may be made and, per­ 
haps most important of all to 
the individual ttaxpayer, how it 
is determined how mucn tax he 
must pay upon his individual 
house or lot. 
FIRST. LET me make it clear 
that the assessor does not levy 
the tax. His sole function is to 
place a valuation on the prop­ 
erty for tax purposes, and there­ 
by to make sure that the burden 


of the cost of local government 
falls fairly and equitably on 
each parcel of property in the 
county in proportion to its per­ 
centage of the total value. 
The assessor might more ac­ 
curately be called an appraiser. 
His main goal is to assess every 
piece of property at the same 
level. It is a widely held mis­ 
conception that when the asses­ 
sor changes the level of assess­ 
ments, taxes are automatically 
changed. The amount of tax is 
determined by the need of tax­ 
payers for services, as reflected 
in the appropriations of the tax- 
spending bodies. 
The property tax is a local 
tax, collected in Cook county 
from the owners of property lo­ 
cated in the county. The revenue 
stays here and is returned to the 
citizens in the form of schools, 
police and fire protection, parks, 
forest preserve areas, medical 
care, and the whole host of serv­ 
ices that citizens in a highly 
complex community such as this 
demand from government. 
IN THIS respect 
it 
differs 
from taxes imposed by the state 
of Illinois (sales tax, inheritance 
tax, etc.) and the federal gov­ 
ernment (income tax, 
excise 
taxes of vairous kinds, etc.).

Roses have many functional 
uses on the property. 
They make colorful beds along 
the driveway and serve, too, as 
borders for annuals or other 
shrubs. 
Climbing 
varieties 
can 
be 
planted to adorn the garage or 
an unsightly fence post. 
Planted near the house, rose 
bushes add color to the ever­ 
green 
foundation plants from 
spring through fall. They can be 
used as accent plants, and if 
well placed they will empha­

architecture

AS H ED G ES they create pri­ 
vacy where desired, and they 
are useful as screens as well 
as ground covers. Rows of mini­ 
ature rose bushes add striking 
effect under picture windows or 
along walks. 
The early gardener acquires 
bigger and better rose blooms, 
says the American Association 
of Nurserymen. The sooner your 
rose plants throw out their roots, 
the earlier the plants w ill grow 
and bud, forming better quality 
first-year flowers. So start early 
in your rose plantings. 
Bare root rose plants prefera­ 
bly are set out when they first 
come into the markets. At that 
time they are in their most per­ 
fect condition, and of course, 


jthey will have the benefit 
of 
longer season of growth and 
flower. 
A F A IR L Y new’ type of rose 
is a class known as “ grandi- 
flora.” Its name characterizes 
this plant, which is vigorous in 
growth and has a wealth of 
blooms. It is ideal as a specimen 
or accent plant, its blooms often 
having a spectacular display. 
Floribunda roses are extreme­ 
ly useful for l a n d s c a p i n g . 
They afford masses of blooms 
of just about the right height 
for narrow beds along a walk or 
fence, or rose beds .Many new 
floribunda roses have been in­ 
troduced in recent years, 
and 
they are available in a wide 
range of colors. 
The smallest rose plants are 
the miniatures which have had 
a revival in modern landscaping 
where low rose plants are de- 
| sired beside a terrace or as a 
low border to a garden or other 
flowers. 
The small flowers 
are 
per­ 
fectly formed miniatures of the 
larger blooms and they are in­ 
creasingly being used for pots, 
table arrangements and bouton­ 
nieres. 
T R E E RO SES have assumed 
more importance recently as the 


demand for landscape roses has 
increased. Tree roses are grown 
on 
a 
single 
large 
stem 
or 


j “ trunk,” 
branching out at a 
height of about four or five feet 
to appear like a bouquet of ros­ 
es. They are grown in a variety 
of colors. Along walks, in a regu­ 
lar rose garden to give “ two- 
tier” effect, or set on a terrance 
in tubs or pots, they impart a 
rather formal effect. 
As always, climbing roses are 
best for arbor planting or be­ 
side a porch, garage or along a 
fence 
or 
high wall. They are

However, its much easier 
to see the outline of the plant 
now. With the outline readily 
apparent you can prune more 
intelligently. 
On 
old 
l a n k y 
shrubs you may want to re­ 
move a third of the old wood 
completely to the ground. Some 
of the remaining branches can 
be selectively cut back a third 
or two thirds. Don’t give your 
shrubs a brush cut. This will 
develop plants that are twiggy 
on top and bare at the bottom. 
Regardless of how cold, damp 
and miserable it is this is the 
time for planting trees, shrubs 
and roses. 
The commonest mistake is to 
fertilize at planting time. In­ 
stead, include peat moss or top 
soil in the planting soil. Don’t if 
possible just refill with subsoil. 
A neat and easy way to dig 
the hole is to pile the soil on a 
large sheet of plastic, burlap or 
canvas. Then the excess mate­ 
rial can be shoveled up and 
carried away quite easily. 
When buying roses select sev­ 
eral of one variety for mass 
display. Keep them all in one 
bed for ease of spraying. Some 
of the excellent rose varieties 
that have recently had their 
patents expire are the yellow 
Peace and the Red Mirandy.

Water well drillers are really 
gung-ho abo ut drilling water 
wells. 
And they ’v e do ne so me pret­ 
ty interesting things lately to 
dispel a few unflattering my ths 
and, 
thereby , 
impro v e 
their 
public image. 
Go ne is the pro to ty pe o f the 
o ld, whiskery well-driller wear­ 
ing a muddy , ragged lumber- 
jacket and cursing at ev ery chip 
o f the bit. 
The well-driller to day is a 
well-educated craftsman, usu­ 
ally , who wears white co llar and 
tie fo r his no t infrequent trips 
to the state legislature and to 
statewide meetings o n water 
co nserv atio n o r water 
po llu­ 
tio n. 
WHEN HE’S o n the jo b, o r 
superv ising the wo rk o f o thers, 
the reliable well-driller 
m a y 
wear heav y bo o ts as a pro tec­ 
tio n 
against ankle-deep mud 
and pneumo nia. 
But he’s clean-shav en, o ften 
y o ung, po lite, po ised and can 
recite the legal phraseo lo gy o f 
laws no w pro tecting the public 
fro m unsafe water supplies. 
And guess who go t these laws 
thro ugh the legislature? The 
well-drillers, o f co urse 


handles permits fo r water wells 
in municipalities and o n so me 
farms, and the co unty building 
and zo ning department do es it 
fo r all uninco rpo rated areas. 
If the well is go ing to go as 
deep as limesto ne — which mo st 
sho uld — then a state permit 
also is needed. The shallo wer, 
grav el wells are fo und mo stly 
o n farms — far away fro m sep­ 
tic, sewer, o r o ther water sy s­ 
tems. 
Limesto ne wells — o r “ o pen 
ro ck’’ wells as they are called 
by the craftsmen — are char­ 
acterized by water f e e d i n g 
thro ugh crev ices in the ro ck, 
abo ut 100 to 150 feet under­ 
gro und. 
To get to this water, a casing 
must be sunk do wn into the 
o pen ro ck in such a manner as 
to prev ent co ntaminatio n. 
IN ORDER to get the neces­ 
sary permits to drill a well-- 
(nev er, nev er say “ dig a well” 
to a well driller) — the lo cal 
and state health departments 
must hav e certain assurances. 
First o f all, a water well must 
be at least 50 feet away fro m a 
v itrified tile sewer line, 50 feet 
fro m a septic tank, and 75 feet 
fro m a septic drainfield. 
No “ willo w sticks” are used 
eu-uniieis, vi iuv usc. 
to determine the lo catio n o f a

If health departments—state, 
co unty and municipal, if any — 
are satisfied that the distance 
requirements are met, the well- 
driller may pro ceed. 
INSPECTIONS are made by 
co unty and v illage o fficials be­ 
fo re the wo rk is started (to do u­ 
ble-check distances fro m so urc­ 
es o f co ntaminatio n) and after 
the wo rk is finished (to be sure 
pro per measures hav e b e e n 
taken to cap the new well and 
bring pipelines to the ho use). 
The mo st po pular (and mo d­ 
ern) dev ice used to drill a well 
is a percussio n drill. Very heav y 


in weight, it is co nnected to a 
cable o n a truck, and the cable 
is co nnected to a “ w a l k i n g 
beam.” 
The walking beam dro ps the 
drill into the gro und, then lifts 
it, then dro ps it again, then 
lifts it, and so o n. At each dro p, 
the drill piv o ts slightly to make 
a ro und ho le. 
After abo ut 20 feet o f this, 
the first length o f casing go es 
in, pro tected o n the bo tto m by a 
fo rged steel driv e sho e. 
The “ sho e” ev entually will be 
driv en into the limesto ne to 
make a tight sea! against in­ 
filtratio n o f co ntaminated sub­ 
stances. 
AFTER THE first length o f 
casing is inserted! the drill is 
dro pped do wn thro ugh the cas­ 
ing to wo rk o n the nex t 10 o r 20 
feet. Perio dically , a new length 
o f casing is driv en do wn to 
wedge into the o ne befo re it, 
and to driv e the full length 
deeper undergro und. 
The lay ers b e t w e e n the 
gro und surface and the lime­ 
sto ne usually include a few 
feet o f “ y ello w dirt,” a few feet 
o f “ y ello w clay ,” theq 20 o r 30 
feet o f “ blue clay ,” a few feet 
o f sand, then a mix ture o f clay 
and grav el. 
When the drill starts wo rking 
thro ugh a lay er o f co arse grav ­ 
el, the well-driller kno ws he’s 
just abo ut do wn to bedro ck. 
The bedro ck, limesto ne, “ o pen 
ro ck,” o r whatev er the lay man 
wants to call it, is sho t thro ugh 
with crev ices filled with p u r e 
water. 
THE WATER is no thing mo re 
than rainfall, usually , w h i c h 
seeps undergro und and filters 
thro ugh the lay ers o f sand, 
clay and grav el. The sedimeni 
settles into the limesto ne am 
the pure water flo ws — o ne o ' 
the wo nders o f nature. 
“ Wells go ing dry ?” sco ffed 
Wellendo rf. “ That’s a lo t o f ba 
lo ney . 
“ May be so me wells aren 
deep eno ugh, but there’s plenty 
o f water do wn there.” 
Wellendo rf is perturbed abo u 


the many “ o ld wiv es’ t a l e s 
abo ut water wells. 
He said 
said so me wells, 10 to 15 y ears 
o ld “ seem” to hav e go ne dry 
because the undergro und water 
lev el has dro pped. 
The simple so lutio n to that, 
he said, is “ just deepen th e 
well.” Or deepen the pump, he 
added. So metimes it’s just that 
he pump is up to o high. 
“ Or may be the pump isn’t 
stro ng eno ugh to push the wa- 
;er up any mo re,” he remem- 
>ered. 
IF PEOPLE 
just wo uldn’t 
get so shaken up when so me- 
hing seems to be wro ng,” he 
said, shaking his head. 
“ If they wo uld just remem­ 
ber that, if they hav e their o wn 
water wells, they can be inde­ 
pendent. Municipal s y s t e m s 
aren’t so handy , y o u kno w, and 
they ’re pretty ex pensiv e. Be­ 
sides, with a municipal sy stem, 
there are plenty o f times y o u 
can’t sprinkle the lawn when 
y o u want to , o r wash y o ur car.” 
In Wellendo rfs o pinio n, pri­ 
v ate wells are just abo ut the 
greatest things o n earth. They 
av erage abo ut $1,000 in co st fo r 
an av erage depth o f 150 to 200 
feet. And, if they ’re that deep, 
h a r d l y any thing ev er go es 
wro ng. 
“ Co mpare that with y o ur wa­ 
ter bill so metime, and y o u’ll 
see what I mean,” Wellendo rf 
challenged. “ A water well is fo r 
a lifetime.” 
A week is the av erage time 
it takes to drill a well and in­ 
stall the pump. The well co n­ 
tracto r usually charges ex tra 
fo r running water pipes and the 
pump's electric lines to a ho use. 
THE MAN who is mo stly re­ 
spo nsible fo r this state’s tight 
restrictio ns o n well-drillers and 
pump suppliers is Ruben Sahr 
o f Bensenv ille. 
He is past president o f the 
Illino is Water Well D r i l l e r s 
Assn. and current chairman o f 
th e 
asso ciatio n’s 
legislativ e 
co mmittee. As such, he wo rks 
directly with the United States 
Health Department. 


Largely thro ugh his effo rts 
the last sessio n o f the Illino is 
General Assembly passed s ix 
laws: to establish a co de fo r 
water well drillers, go v erning 
lo catio n, co nstructio n and re­ 
pairs ; to require the pro per 
plugging o f all abando ned wa­ 
ter wells and no tificatio n o f 
this to health departments; to 
license pump suppliers and in­ 
stallers (including well-drillers 
who do this wo rk); and to pro ­ 
v ide fo r penalties fo r v io latio ns 
o f the abo v e laws. 
(Licenses fo r water well drill­ 
ers had been required in pre­ 
v io us legislatio n.) 
ACCORDING to Sahr, “ The 
Water Well Drillers Assn. was 
inco rpo rated in 19 34, no t o nly 
to pro tect the public, but to pro ­ 
tect the legitimate co ntracto r. 
The gro up wo rks fo r the up­ 
lifting o f sanitary co nstructio n 
co des. We fo und that licensing 
o f well-drillers was no t eno ugh. 
We fo und pump equipment co n­ 
tracto rs were no t being careful 
in keeping pump co nnectio ns 
unco ntaminated. No w, we can 
license pump equipment co n­ 
tracto rs.” 
Altho ugh it v aries fro m to wn 
to to wn, acco rding to Sahr, 99 
per cent o f all wells drilled in 
no rthern 
Illino is 
are 
drilled 
do wn to bedro ck (waterbearing) 
limesto ne. 
The ho me well is fro m 150 to 
300 feet deep, and the av erage 
municipal well is fro m 300 to 
2,300 feet deep. It depends o n 
water strata. Unfo rtunately , in 
so me cases, it depends o n fi­ 
nances. 
SAHR reco mmends that mu­ 
nicipalities, 
definitely , 
a n c 
scho o ls, mo tels and industrial 
plants sho uld hav e a dual wa 
ter supply . 
“ If o ne go es o ut, y o u c a n 
switch to the o ther until re­ 
pairs are made,” he said. “ The 
biggest headaches co me when a 
sy stem is no t adequately plan­ 
ned to start with.” 
He po inted o ut that it’s mo re 
ex pensiv e at first, but cheaper 
in the lo ng run, fo r to wns to

Today’s Well Driller: Efficient Businessman

Water well drillers are really 
gung-ho 
about drilling 
water 
wells. 
And they’ve done some pret­ 
ty interesting things lately to 
dispel a few unflattering myths 
and, 
thereby, 
improve 
their 
public image. 
Gone is the prototype of the 
old, whiskery well-driller wear­ 
ing a muddy, ragged lumber- 
jacket and cursing at every chip 
of the bit. 
The well-driller today is a 
well-educated 
craftsman, 
usu­ 
ally, w’ho wears white collar and 
tie for his not infrequent trips 
to the state legislature and to 
statewide meetings on water 
conservation 
or 
water 
pollu­ 
tion. 


WHEN HE’S on the job, or 
supervising the work of others, 
the reliable well-driller 
m a y 
wear heavy boots as a protec­ 
tion 
against ankle-deep 
mud 
and pneumonia. 
But he’s clean-shaven, often 
young, polite, poised and can 
recite the legal phraseology of 
laws now protecting the public 
from unsafe water supplies. 
And guess who got these laws 
through 
the 
legislature? 
The 
well-drillers, of course. 
Take Rod Wellendorf, for in­ 
stance. Heredity is why he’s in 
the well-drilling business. He 
operates largely in North Du- 
Page, and keeps his equipment 
on a farm near the old Bloom­ 
ingdale Road bridge. The busi­ 
ness used to belong to his fa­ 
ther. 
He had a man out drilling a 
well at a new home in Elm­ 
wood Avenue, Wood Dale, last 
week. Against the sporadic pat­ 
ter of a somewhat heavy rain­ 
fall could be heard the kaboom- 
pause - kaboom - pause - ba­ 
boo rn of the heavy drill. 
Taking cover from the down­ 
pour, Wellendorf told his story. 
BEFORE YOU can enter into 
a well-drilling contract, 
y o u 
have to get a permit. The Du­ 
page County health department 


handles permits for water wells 
in municipalities and on some 
farms, and the county building 
and zoning department does it 
for all unincorporated areas. 
If the well is going to go as 
deep as limestone — which most 
should — then a state permit 
also is needed. The shallower, 
gravel wells are found mostly 
on farms — far away from sep­ 
tic, sewer, or other water sys­ 
tems. 
Limestone wells — or “open 
rock” wells as they are called 
by the craftsmen — are char­ 
acterized by water f e e d i n g 
through crevices in the rock, 
about IOO to 150 feet under­ 
ground. 
To get to this water, a casing 
must be sunk dowm into the 
open rock in such a manner as 
to prevent contamination. 
IN ORDER to get the neces­ 
sary permits to drill a well— 
(never, never say “dig a well” 
to a well driller) — the local 
and state health departments 
must have certain assurances. 
First of all, a water well must 
be at least 50 feet away from a 
vitrified tile sewer line, 50 feet 
from a septic tank, and 75 feet 
from a septic drainfield. 
No “willow sticks” are used 
to determine the location of a 
water well. Drillers know the 
water is down there. How far? 
is the only question. But even 
this does not vary too much 
from handy geological m a p s 
now provided by the state. 
If health departments—state, 
county and municipal, if any— 
are satisfied that the distance 
requirements are met, the well- 
driller may proceed. 
INSPECTIONS are made by 
county and village officials be­ 
fore the work is started (to dou­ 
ble-check distances from sourc­ 
es of contamination) and after 
the work is finished (to be sure 
proper measures have b e e n 
taken to cap the new well and 
bring pipelines to the house). 
The most popular (and mod­ 
ern) device used to drill a well 
is a percussion drill. Very heavy 


in weight, it is connected to a 
cable on a truck, and the cable 
is connected to a “w a l k i n g 
beam.” 
The walking beam drops the 
drill into the ground, then lifts 
it, then drops it again, then 
lifts it, and so on. At each drop, 
the drill pivots slightly to make 
a round hole. 
After about 20 feet of this, 
the first length of casing goes 
in, protected on the bottom by a 
forged steel drive shoe. 
The “shoe” eventually will be 
driven into the limestone to 
make a tight seal against in­ 
filtration of contaminated sub­ 
stances 
AFTER THE first length of 
casing is inserted the drill is 
dropped down through the cas­ 
ing to work on the next IO or 20 
feet. Periodically, a new length 
of casing is driven down to 
wedge into the one before it, 
and to drive the full length 
deeper underground. 
The layers b e t w e e n the 
ground surface and the lime­ 
stone 
usually include 
a 
few 
feet of “yellow dirt,” a few feet 
of “yellow clay,” then 20 or 30 
feet of “blue clay,” a few feet 
of sand, then a mixture of clay 
and gravel. 
When the drill starts working 
through a layer of coarse grav­ 
el, the well-driller knows he’s 
just about down to bedrock. 
The bedrock, limestone, “open 
rock,” or whatever the layman 
wants to call it, is shot through 
with crevices filled with p u r e 
water. 
THE WATER is nothing more 
than rainfall, usually, w h i c h 
seeps underground and filters 
through 
the 
layers of sand, j 
clay and gravel. The sediment' 
settles into the limestone and 
the pure water flows — one of 
the wonders of nature. 
“Wells going dry?” scoffed 
Wellendorf. “That’s a lot of ba­ 
loney. 
“Maybe 
some 
wells 
aren't 
deep enough, but there’s plenty 
of water down there.” 
Wellendorf is perturbed about I 


the many “old wives’ t a l e s ” 
about 
water 
wells. 
He 
said 
said some wells, IO to 15 years 
old “seem” to have gone dry 
because the underground water 
level has dropped. 
The simple solution to that, 
he said, is “just deepen t h e 
well.” Or deepen the pump, he 
added. Sometimes it’s just that 
the pump is up too high. 
“Or maybe the pump isn’t 
strong enough to push the wa­ 
ter up anymore,” he remem­ 
bered. 
“IF PEOPLE 
just wouldn't 
get so shaken up when some­ 
thing seems to be wrong,” he 
said, shaking his head. 
“If they would just remem­ 
ber that, if they have their own 
water wells, they can be inde­ 
pendent. Municipal s y s t e m s 
aren’t so handy, you know, and 
they’re pretty expensive. Be­ 
sides, with a municipal system, 
there are plenty of times you 
can’t sprinkle the lawn when 
you want to, or wash your car.” 
In Wellendorf’s opinion, pri- 
| vate wells are just about the 
greatest things on earth. They 
average about $1,000 in cost for 
an average depth of 150 to 200 
feet. And, if they’re that deep, 
h a r d l y anything ever goes 
wrong. 
I 
“Compare that with your wa­ 
ter bill sometime, 
and you'll 
see what I mean,” Wellendorf 
challenged. “A water well is for 
a lifetime.” 
A week is the average time 
it takes to drill a well and in­ 
stall the pump. The well con­ 
tractor usually charges extra 
for running water pipes and the 
pump’s electric lines to a house. 
THE MAN who is mostly re­ 
sponsible for this state’s tight 
restrictions on well-drillers and 
pump suppliers is Ruben Sahr 
of Bensenville. 
He is past president of the 
Illinois Water Well D r i l l e r s 
Assn. and current chairman of 
t h e 
association’s 
legislative 
committee. As such, he works 
directly with the United States 
Health Department. 


Largely through his efforts 
the last session of the Illinois 
General Assembly passed s i x 
laws: to establish a code for 
water well drillers, governing 
location, construction 
and re­ 
pairs; 
to require the proper 
plugging of all abandoned wa­ 
ter wells and notification of 
this to health departments; to 
license pump suppliers and in­ 
stallers (including well-drillers 
who do this wmrk); and to pro­ 
vide for penalties for violations 
of the above laws. 
(Licenses for water well drill­ 
ers had been required in pre­ 
vious legislation.) 
ACCORDING to Sahr, “The 
Water Well Drillers Assn. was 
incorporated in 1934, not only 
to protect the public, but to pro­ 
tect the legitimate contractor. 
The group works for the up­ 
lifting of sanitary construction 
codes. We found that licensing 
of well-drillers was not enough. 
We found pump equipment con­ 
tractors were not being careful 
in keeping pump connections 
uncontaminated. Now, we can 
license pump equipment con­ 
tractors.” 
Although it varies from town 
to town, according to Sahr, 99 
per cent of all wells drilled in 
northern 
Illinois 
are 
drilled 
down to bedrock (waterbearing) 
limestone. 
The home well is from 150 to 
300 feet deep, and the average 
municipal well is from 300 to 
2,300 feet deep. It depends on 
water strata. Unfortunately, in 
some cases, it depends on fi­ 
nances. 
SAHR recommends that mu­ 
nicipalities, 
definitely, 
a n d 
schools, motels and 
industrial 
plants should have a dual wa­ 
ter supply. 
“If one goes out, you c a n 
switch to the other 
until 
re­ 
pairs are made,” he said. “The 
biggest headaches come when a 
system is not adequately plan­ 
ned to start with.” 
He pointed out that it’s more 
expensive at first, but cheaper 
in the long run, for towns to

THE SAME SORT of citizen 
effort and initiative led to a 
formation in March 1965 of the 
new Illinois Committee by a 
group of businessmen who ask­ 
ed Percy to serve as chairman.

tive effort with Radio Station

When this approach fails, the 
violations are routed to the city 
building department for admin­ 
istrative or legal action—and 
the Call for Action volunteers 
follow through to see that re­ 
sults are obtained 
within a 
reasonable time. 
Call for Action “is a going 
thing,” Percy said. “There are 
thousands of residential build­ 
ings in Chicago alone which 
violate building codes and con­ 
tain hazardous conditions. Many 
residents feel they just can't 
get through to anyone to report 
legitimate complaints. Call for

It describes legal 
aid organizations and encour­ 
ages persons afraid of or lost 
in the complexities of the law 
to seek counsel when it is need- 
, ed. 
—29TH WARD FAMILY Cen- I 
ter, a pilot family center on 
I Chicago's West Side, is current­ 
ly providing classes for pre­ 
school children, social activi­ 
ties for junior high school stu­ 
dents and for senior citizens, 
and choral groups under the 
direction of professional musi­ 
cians. The center is manned by 


I about 35 volunteers from the ; 
suburbs. 
“This project shows excellent 
promise,” Percy said, “and the 
New Illinois Committee w i l l 
help others to establish similar 
centers to offer enrichment pro­ 
grams to children and adults in j 
other neighborhoods.” 
On a broader economic lev­ 
el, Percy reported, the New 
Illinois Committee is planning j 
new efforts in the area of com­ 
munity development. The goal 
is to help neighborhoods, sub­ 


urban communities and down­ 
state cities to accelerate their 
economic growth. 
“We are now preparing a di­ 
rectory of the many planning 
services available through in­ 
dustry and government to help 
c o m m u n i t y 
development 
groups,” Percy 
e x p l a i n e d . 
“Thus highly professional skills 
and research can be recruited 
to help attract new business 
and industry.” 
At the same time, the com­ 
mittee itself is seeking to en­ 
courage the establishment and 
expansion of industrial firms in- 


j to less developed areas of Illi­ 
nois. 
“ONE OF OUR efforts in this 
direction,” said Percy, “was a 
mailing to hundreds of out-of- 
state companies stressing the 
(economic advantages of estab­ 
lishing plants in Illinois. We 
have had a number of inquiries 
and requests for further infor­ 
mation which indicate that sev­ 
eral firms are at least consid­ 
ering such a move.” 
The work of the New Illinois 
Committee in all these areas— 
education, housing, job oppor­ 
tunities, economic development 


—will be expanded this year, 
Percy said. And research which 
may lead to other projects is 
being conducted to help for the 
handicapped, 
air 
and 
water 
pollution, flood control and oth­ 
er areas of concern to Illinois 
residents. 


With increased activity will 
come the need for more volun­

This is the under­ 
standing perhaps that is the be­ 
ginning of wisdom.” 
Mrs. Bernard Gordon, answer­ 
ing a workshop call that came 
last year to Temple Ben Tikvah, 
found the series so worthwhile 
that she is having one this year 
in her new home in Chicago. 


“I almost didn’t go last year 
because I knew we might be 
leaving town soon,” Mrs. Gordon 
told her friends this spring. “But 
having met so many nice people, 
I’m glad I decided to do what 
I could to help others under­ 
stand even a little about Juda­ 
ism.”

Peterson Earns 
Yankee Slot . . . 


Fred (Fritz) Peterson has won 
a place on the New York Yan­ 
kee pitching staff. 
That was the word from Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., Sunday after 
Peterson, an Arlington High 
School graduate in 1960, pitched 
seven strong innings in an 8-3 
victory over the Philadelphia 
Phillies. 
Peterson not only has won a 
spot on the Yankee staff, but 
he also may find himself in a 
starter's role. The starting job 
that's open used to belong to 
Jim Bouton, and Bouton has 
had an erratic spring. 
Whitey Ford, Mel Stottle- 
myre, Bob Friend, and Al 
Downing presently rate as the 
four regular starters on the 
Yankee staff. Peterson ranks 
No. 5 at the moment which 
is good for “spot starting” 
assignments early in the sea­ 
son 
when the schedule is 
light. 
“However, neither Friend nor 
Downing have 
been 
so un­ 
questionably impressive as to 
preclude further advancement 
for Peterson, who has done well 
every time he has pitched,” 
reports Leonard Koppett of the 
New York Times. 
Peterson’s p e r f o r m a n c e 
against 
the 
Phillies 
Sunday 
wasn't spectacular but it was 
steady, and the Yankees haven't 
been blessed with steady mound 
work this spring. 
In 23 innings of spring pitch­ 
ing Peterson has a sparkling 
1.98 earned run average, 13 
strikeouts and only three walks. 
That record is surpassed only 
by Whitey Ford. 
Peterson, 
who 
went 
to 
Northern 
Illinois University 
from Arlington High, kept the 
Phillies hitless in five of the 
seven innings Sunday, strik­ 
ing out five (Richie Allen 
twice) and issuing his only 
walk in the seventh. He scat­ 
tered six hits. 
If our memory serves us cor­ 
rectly, Peterson and Dick Bok­ 
elmann, another pitcher and an 
Arlington High School graduate 
in 1944, are the only Paddock 
area products to ever reach the 
big time in professional base­ 
ball. 
Several boys have inked pro 
contracts and have toiled in 
the minors, but Peterson and 
Bokelmann are the only area 
grads to actually reach the 
major leagues. 
Unlike Peterson, who didn’t 
grab too many big headlines 
in his high school days at 
Arlington, Bokelmann was a 
prep phenom. He lost only 
one game at Arlington and 
had a string of low-hit af­ 
fairs. 
After two victories in his 
soph year, Bokelmann turned in 
a 5-0 junior season, throwing 
four two-hitters. As a senior, he 
lost only one start, a 3-0 deci­ 
sion to Niles, though pitching 
a three-hitter. 
In his first three assignments 
In 1944 Bokelmann blanked Ela, 
5-0, 
allowing 
four 
hits 
and 
striking out 16; followed with 
a two-hitter and 15 strikeouts 
against Warren; and then whip­ 
ped Leyden, 1-0, on a two-hit­ 
ter. fanning nine. 
The right-hander went from 
Arlington to Northwestern Uni­ 
versity and signed a profession­ 
al contract with the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1947. 
“I started out with Roches­ 
ter but did a lot of traveling 
around in the minors,” Bokel- 
niann recalls. “I went to 
Fresno in California, back to 
Rochester, to Allentown, to 
Omaha and spent the 1950 
season with both Rochester 
and Houston.” 
It was in 1951 that Bokel­ 
mann. who had been mainly 
a starting pitcher, was switched 
to a relief role. He was a minor 
league sensation as a relief 
pitcher, compiling a 10-2 record 
and brilliant 0.75 earned run

average for Houston in the 
Texas League. 
Bokelmann's performances at 
Houston that year prompted 
his recall to the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals in August. He finished 
out the season and worked 20 
games 
for 
Manager

Marion, compiling a 3-3 record. 
“He started me once against 
Chicago, but I w7as primarily 
the short relief man,'’ Dick 
points out. “Al Brazle was the 
lefty in the bull pen. We did 
finish fourth so I got a slice 
of the World Series money.” 
Eddie Stanky then took over 
as manager of the Cardinals, 
and Bokelmann had what he 
termed “a bad spring training'' 
in 1952. 
“I had a bad arm and 
couldn’t seem to get anyone 
out,” Dick remembers, “but 
stuck with the Cardinals until 
June when they sent me back 
to Rochester. I was in one 
decision with St. Louis and 
lost it. 
Bokelmann finished out the 
1952 season with Houston and 
reported to the Cardinal camp 
in 1953 with high hopes. “It 
was a better camp for me than 
in ’52 but they sent me to 
Houston in May and then I 
finished up at Columbus, Ohio.” 
Bokelmann was sold to Cin­ 
cinnati in the spring of 1954 and 
spent the entire season with 
Tulsa in the Texas League. He 
appeared in 66 games for Tulsa, 
a club that was operated by 
Gray Ie Rowlett, a former resi­ 
dent of Arlington Heights who 
was a great high school booster 
in the days when Bokelmann 
was pitching. 
“When 
Cincinnati 
didn’t 
pick me up at the end of 
the season. I decided to get 
out of organized baseball and 
start a permanent occupa­ 
tion,” says Bokelmann, who 
lives in Arlington Heights with 
his wife and two children and 
works in insurance out of the 
Prudential office in Palatine. 
Dick didn't stop pitching when 
he departed from the profes­ 
sional ranks, and spent some

with area semi-pro teams, in­ 
cluding the Arlington Redwings, 
a club that used to attract 
large crowds on Sunday after­ 
noons at Recreation Park. 
Dick Bokelmann was the first 
and Fred (Fritz) Peterson is 
the second area product to 
graduate to the major leagues.

THE ALERT ANGLER won’t hav e to be told, but for those 
who hav en’t y et realized it, spring fishing has returned. 
That the return was early can’t be doubted, because at this 
time one y ear ago, most of the water in this region was stftl 
shielded by ice and most of the fish had no inclination to rise to 
any bait, liv e or artificial. 
Ice fishermen can attest to the different. This y ear, they 
couldn’t ev en get onto the lakes until mid-J anuary , and by mid- 
February , they had to contemplate seriously getting off them. 
By mid-March, only something in the nature of the miraculous 
could hav e suspended them on the lakes, because the frozen 
footing was gone. 
So whatev er fussing y ou may hav e done ov er the winter, 
whatev er v icarious pleasure y ou may hav e sought by reading 
about fishing or by tinkering with equipment cleaned and 
fondled to ex cess, y ou can now cleanse y ourself of the 
anx iety . 
No one can guarantee that y ou’ll be able to pose on a green­ 
ing shore or nestle in a boat with a snug sun glowing ov er y our 
shoulder, becau^ more likely y ou’ll be nipped by a chill and 
dev iled by a wind. But, with a small measure of fortitude, y ou 
should catch some fish. 
The conditions are right for it, because not only are toe 
streams, riv ers, ponds and lakes open, but toe water is getting 
stirred up and warmed up sufficient to get the fish stirred up 
and warmed up. Food is taking on that appealing look to them 
again, and for certain v arieties, toe reproductiv e bell is ringing 
urgently . 
The best reports close to these suburbs are again emanating 
from the Chain O’Lakes. Assorted information from there indi­ 
cates bluegill fishermen hav e on occasion been taking their 
quarry by the dozen, with worms especially potent; that crap- 
pies hav e been susceptible to a v ariety of small lures and jigs; 
that ev en largemouth bass hav e begun to clamp the hook with 
regularity , taking colorful spoons as well as floating and div ing 
lures. The fish hav e been hitting in shallow water, a sure indi­ 
cation that they ’re up from the sleepy depths with their gaze 
out for most delectable-looking morsels. 
The smaller lakes hav e been giv ing up some worthy 
finny prizes, and considering how hard they ’re worked in 
Northern Illinois in the course of a summer, this is doubtless 
the best time to hav e a try at them. What should be one of 
the lunkers of the y ear for this part of the state has already 
been landed, pulled out of Lake Zurich the day before St. 
Patrick’s day . The bonanza was an eight-and-a-half pound 
largemouth bass, 2 1» 4 inches long and 17^ inches around the 
girth. The bass, of which there may not be many more in 
Lake Zurich, fell v ictim to a frog-colored flat fish. 
The smelt seem to be building up for an early charge, be­ 
cause they ’v e been showing up with increasing frequency in this 
end of Lake Michigan, toe first sightings off Waukegan and the 
most recent on Chicago’s lake front. It shouldn’t be long before 
they can be netted with abundance. 
And the action is already getting sprightly with some of the 
Midwest’s best spring fishing: toe walley e runs in Wisconsin. 
Off to a much earlier, and possibly longer, run this season, the 
walley es hav e begun to flock up the Fox and Wolf riv ers in 
Wisconsin, and stories of good catches hav e been coming down 
for the past few weeks. 
The weather has been a little more harsh, but the ingrediente 
for catching them remain the same: deep-running minnows in 
toe deeper stretches of water, especially in toe riv er’s bends or 
at the pools near rapids, falls and dams.

But that doesn ’t bother Mrs. 
Paul Pabst a bit. 
“I’m just glad that Mike’s 
here in stead of in Viet Nam,” 
the Arlin gton Heights mother 
will tell you. 
It’s a sen timen t Mike is quick 
to secon d. He’ll poin t out the 
temperature chan ge he’s n oticed 
—as much as 100 degrees be­ 
tween a chilly Illin ois April an d 
the swelterin g Asian lan d—an d 
say dryly that it’s a chan ge that 
he can adjust to. 
PABST’S BRONZE Star was 
won last April in action again st 
the Viet Con g. A radioman , he 
was cited for leavin g cover an d 
takin g an exposed p o s i t i o n 
swept with heavy automatic an d 
sn iper fire, so that he could keep 
his patrol in touch with badly- 
n eeded rein forcemen t un its. 
The in ciden t that won M i k e 
Pabst his Bron ze Star was far 
from bein g his on ly c l o s e 
squeak. Not all of them were in 
combat. Pabst also received a 
letter of commen dation for an 
un successful attempt to rescue 
a fellow American who drown ed 
while both were on an outin g to 
a South Chin a beach. 
Then there was the time his 
squad was pin n ed down eight 


hours with the Viet Con g all 
aroun d, as close as 20 yards. 
“We thought we’d had it, es­ 
pecially when they dropped n a­ 
palm an d the win d chan ged an d 
the fire started to come out our 
way,” says Pabst. 
That time the helicopters hov­ 
ered low an d blew the fire out. 
The score: for their 10 man 
squad, on e dead, three woun d­ 
ed; an d on e helicopter down ed. 
For Mike, Viet Nam was an 
almost en tirely guerrilla war­ 
fare. 
It was also a “war without a 
fron t.” When his squad wen t out 
to set up a position they had 
to be ready to defen d it “for 
360 degrees aroun d.” 
“On ly the North Viet Nam 
regulars wear khaki an d they’re 
likely to take to n ative clothes. 
An d the farmer will work for a 
while in his field, then lay down 
his tools to take a couple shots, 
then go to work a g a i n , ” the 
Marin e Corps veteran says. 


“YOU CAN’T TELL the play­ 
ers without a score card,” he’ll 
add wryly. 
Even this, the Marin e says, 
on e can adjust to. “I can re­ 
member on e time when we were 
sittin g out in our loun ge chairs

Mother Glad Bronze 
Star Winner Is Safe

Because his sea bag and Ma­ 
rine Corps “greens,” were lost 
en route, his mother still hasn’t 
seen Pfc. Michael Pabst with 
that Bronze Star on. 
But that doesn’t bother Mrs. 
Paul Pabst a bit. 
“I’m just glad that Mike’s 
here instead of in Viet Nam,” 
the Arlington Heights mother 
will tell you. 
Ifs a sentiment Mike is quick 
to second. He’ll point out the 
temperature change he’s noticed 
—as much as IOO degrees be­ 
tween a chilly Illinois April and 
the sweltering Asian land—and 
say dryly that ifs a change that 
he can adjust to. 
PABST’S BRONZE Star was 
won last April in action against 
the Viet Cong. A radioman, he 
was cited for leaving cover and 
taking an exposed p o s i t i o n 
swept with heavy automatic and 
sniper fire, so that he could keep 
his patrol in touch with badly- 
needed reinforcement units. 
The incident that won M i k e 
Pabst his Bronze Star was far 
from being his only c l o s e 
squeak. Not all of them were in 
combat. Pabst also received a 
letter of commendation for an 
unsuccessful attempt to rescue 
a fellow American who drowned 
while both were on an outing to 
a South China beach. 
Then there was the time his 
squad was pinned down eight 


hours with the Viet Cong all 
around, as close as 20 yards. 
“We thought we’d had it, es­ 
pecially when they dropped na­ 
palm and the wind changed and 
the fire started to come out our 
way,” says Pabst. 
That time the helicopters hov­ 
ered low and blew the fire out. 
The score: for their IO man 
squad, one dead, three wound­ 
ed; and one helicopter downed. 
For Mike, Viet Nam was an 
almost entirely guerrilla war­ 
fare. 
It was also a “war without a 
front.” When his squad went out 
to set up a position they had 
to be ready to defend it “for 
360 degrees around.” 
“Only the North Viet Nam 
regulars wear khaki and they’re 
likely to take to native clothes. 
And the farmer will work for a 
while in his field, then lay down 
his tools to take a couple shots, 
then go to work a g a i n,” the 
Marine Corps veteran says. 


“YOU CAN’T TELL the play­ 
ers without a score card,” he’ll 
add wryly. 
Even this, the Marine says, 
one can adjust to. “I can re- 
I member one time when we were 
sitting out in our lounge chairs 
— like the ones at home but 
smaller — and a sniper started 
firing from a nearby hill. We 
just sat there and watched 
him,” he says. 
“And then a round landed be­ 
tween me and Ken—and the 
chairs almost melted, we moved 
so fast.” 
Such experiences, Mrs. Pabst 
says, have left her 19-year-old 
son changed, older and m o r e 
mature—and taller. Truly. 
In the Marine Corps, she’s 
found, her son not only “stands 
tall”—he’s grown two inches to 
a towering six foot four.

Weisz­ 
mann explained that this was 
to give the road commissioner 
more time to prepare the budg­ 
et. The law requires that it be 
made public 30 days before the 
annual town meeting, and they 
wish to avoid a repeat of this 
year’s situation when the fiscal 
year ended on Feb. 28 and the 
proposed budget had to be ready 
March 5, only five days later. 
The latter point puzzled one 
person who pointed out that it 
would result in an 11-month 
fiscal year for this year. Weisz­ 
mann tried to clarify this by 
explaining that the change was 
in essence a bookkeeping trans­ 
action and would not affect ac­ 
tual expenditures because the 
road department spending does 
not begin until taxes start com­ 
ing during June. 
BREAKDOWN OF the trans­ 
fer of $200,000 in surplus funds 
came about exactly as recom­ 
mended by Peters: $140,000 to 
school districts, $40,000 to the 
community mental health agen­ 
cies, $10,000 to the Over 50 Club 
and $10,000 to the township gen­ 
eral assistance fund. 
The words were barely out of 
Peters’ 
mouth 
when 
Harold 
Sortor, president of the School 
Dist. 25 board, hastened to move 
for the $140,000 transfer to the 
schools. It was quickly second­ 
ed and approved. 
THE S40,000 transfer to the 
mental health agencies did not 


have such smooth sailing. 
Fredric Marks of Arlington 
Heights asked for an account­ 
ing of the funds spent by the 
recipient agencies and a pres­ 
entation of their proposed budg­ 
et for the coming year. 
Peters answered that the ex­ 
penditures of surplus funds by 
the mental health agencies are 
approved by the town board and 
a certified audit of those ex­ 
penditures was available at the 
town hall. 
He said that the breakdown 
would be based on last year’s 
expenditures which were about 
$10,000 by Northwest Coopera­ 
tive Community Mental Health 
Clinic, $16,500 by Clearbrook 
Center for the Retarded and 
$3,000 by Countryside Associa­ 
tion for Retarded Children. He 
added that this year, a fourth 
agency, Door Inc. of Wheeling, 
had requested funds. 
Marks asked that such an ac­ 
counting be incorporated in next 
year’s transfer proposals. 
AT THIS POINT, an uniden­ 
tified man in the audience 
pointed out that if all surplus 
funds were transferred as rec­ 
ommended by the town board, 
there would be nothing left to 
transfer to the road district. 
He was referring to a pro­ 
posal by Herbert Andersen of 
Wheeling at last week’s budget 
hearings that a portion of the 
surplus funds be transferred to 
the road district to reduce the 
road tax levy. 
A flurry was caused when 
Russell Lockwood of Scarsdale 
Estates moved that the entire 
$40,000 be transferred to the 
road district. He withdrew his 
mostion after Ralph Clabaugh, 
school Dist. 25 superintendent, 
and Byrn Witt of Clearbrook 
School rose to speak against it. 
Lockwood said he proposed 
the transfer to demonstrate that 
at the town meeting voters could 
act directly to cut their taxes.

50 Club was approved. 
William G. Fisher, president

Q—How do I report the gain 
from the sale of my home? 
A—This should be done on 
Schedule D. If you do not have 
a copy, contact your local IRS 
office. Instructions are on the 
form. 
Q—I made over $10,000 last 
year for the first time. Does 
that mean I have to file an 
estimated return this year? 
A—Yes, if the total estimated 
tax exceeds your withholding 
by $40 or more. The require­ 
ments for filing estimated re­ 
turns, Form 1040ES, are given 
on the form and it would be 
wise for you to check them. 
Declarations of estimated tax 
should be filed if your expected 
tax liability exceeds withholding 
by $40 or more and either (I) 
your income exceeds $5,000 for 
an individual or $10,000 for mar­ 
ried couples filing jointly, heads 
of households and certain wid­ 
ows and widowers; or (2) more 
than $200 of income is from 
sources not subject to w i t h ­ 
h o l d i n g (dividends, business 
profits, etc.). 


Q—FVE HEARD that your I 
agents are paid based on the 
amount they get when they au- | 
dit returns. Is that right? 
A—No it is not. There is no 
commission system, percentage 
deal or quota for our audit 
personnel or any other IRS em­ 
ploye. All employes up to the | 
Commissioner are Civil Service 
employes who are rated on a 
merit system. 
Q—Is a statement from a doc­ 
tor sufficient to establish a 11 
medical deduction? 
A—Such a statement may be 
used to establish the fact that j 
you had a deductible expense, 
but you will also need records | 
to show that the expense was\ 
paid during the tax year. A j 
statement 
from 
your 
doctor j 
which included this information j 
usually would be acceptable to 
support a medical deduction. 
Q—What can I deduct for 
sales tax this year? 
A—The 1040 instruction book-; 
let has tables that you may 
use as a guide. 
Q—WHEN IS the sale of a 
home by someone 65 not taxed? 
A—If you are 65 or older 
and sell your home, you may 
exclude the entire gain from; 
the sale if the adjusted sale j 
price is $20,000 or less, 
or j 
if you owned and used the home I 
as your principal residence for j 
a total of at least five years j 
within eight years from the 
date of sale. If the adjusted 
sale price is over $20,000, you 
may exclude part of the gain. 
Note that this provision ap­ 
plies only to those 65 years 
of age and over, and that it 
is available only once in a life­ 
time. Other taxpayers who sell 
their homes should be sure to 
check the 1040 instructions and 
Schedule D. 
Q—I just got my refund. Can 
I throw last year’s tax records 
away? 
A—No. 
Records should be 
kept as long as needed for tax 
purposes. This means a mini­ 
mum of three years from the 
time the return was due. Some, 
like records on the purchase 
of a home, should be kept much 
longer. They would be needed 
to establish your cost basis. 
Q—I HEARD that IRS has 
booklets for keeping track of 
tips. How can I, as an employ­ 
er, get enough copies for my 
employes? 
A—Call your local IRS office 
and ask for Document 5635, a 
pocketsized booklet which has 
been prepartd to help keep a 
daily record of tips. It is free 
and contains forms used to re­ 
port tips to employers as well 
as a brief explanation of the 
law. 
Q—We lost several trees to 
an ice storm. Is that a deducti­ 
ble item? 
A—If the trees were on land 
held for your personal use, it 
is—provided you can show that 
the loss resulted m a decrease 
in the value of your real estate 
as a whole and it was not 
covered by insurance. Photos 
before and after the storm may 
be helpful in establishing the 
extent of damage. Note that 
if you do have a casualty loss 
on property held for personal 
use, the first $100 of tile loss 
is not deductible. 
Q—Why does my wife have J 
to sign our joint return? She 
had no income. 
A—The law requires it. Even 
though she had no income, on 
a joint return she is as legally 
responsible for any tax liability 
as you are. If the return is 
not signed, the processing will 
be delayed and any refund due 
will be held up. 
Q—MAY I DEDUCT interest 
on a life insurance policy loan 
which I took out last year to 
make home repairs? 
A—You may deduct it if you

In a recent speech to a Leag ue o f 
Wo men Vo ters m e e t i n g , Sey mo ur 
Simo n, president o f the Co o k Co unty 
Bo ard, called creatio n o f a state De­ 
partment o f Urban Affairs “ just as 
impo rtant as ‘ho me-rule leg islatio n’ fo r 
so lv ing 
o ur 
mo unting 
metro po litan 
pro blems.” 
After mo re than three 
y ears as co unty bo ard president, Simo n 
is in a g o o d po sitio n to kno w. 


Histo rically , the o r g an i z at i o n 
o f state g o v ernment has no t reflected 
urban g ro wth, and emerg ence o f spe­ 
cial urban pro blems. Rural-do minated 
leg islatures hav e no t reshaped state 
g o v ernment to fit it fo r the task o f 
so lv ing these pro blems. Each indiv id­ 
ual municipality still must deal sep­ 
arately with a different state ag ency 
fo r ev ery pro g ram that is attempted, 
whether it be a new airpo rt, a mental 
health clinic, juv enile delinquency , air 
po llutio n, 
ho spital 
co nstructio n, 
o r 
building a sewag e treatment plant. 


A State Department o f Urban Af­ 
fairs co uld cut thro ug h much red tape 
by centralizing state serv ices to mu­ 
nicipalities. It co uld pro v ide ‘‘o ne-sto p 
serv ice” fo r cities apply ing fo r state 
o r federal assistance. And finally , as 
Simo n po inted o ut, federal o fficials 
co uld wo rk thro ug h this ag ency instead 
o f dealing separately with each to wn 
o r city . 


In additio n to streamlining the o p­ 
eratio n o f ex isting pro g rams, such a 
Department o f Urban Affairs wo uld 
dev elo p pro g rams at the state lev el 
fo r dealing with the challeng es o f met­ 
ro po litan g ro wth. 


Because o f neg lect o f urban affairs 
in the state capitals, a v acuum has 
dev elo ped which is being filled by fed­ 
eral pro g rams. 


In bo th po litical parties the feeling 
is widespread that this trend sho uld be 
rev ersed and po wer sho uld flo w back 
to the states. This will be impo ssible 
witho ut state ag encies which hav e the 
sco pe and autho rity to act effectiv ely . 


Fo r these reaso ns, creatio n o f a 
Department o f Urban Affairs sho uld be 
at the to p o f the ag enda o f the nex t 
General Assembly .

Urban Affairs Need 


State Attention 


Citizens of urban areas in Illinois 
can expect greater attention from state 
government as a result of reapportion­ 
ment, giving them greater representa­ 
tion in Springfield. 


One 
suggested 
reform 
deserving 
serious consideration is creation of a 
state Department of Urban Affairs. 


In a recent speech to a League of 
Women Voters m e e t i n g , Seymour 
Simon, president of the Cook County 
Board, called creation of a state De­ 
partment of Urban Affairs “just as 
important as ‘home-rule legislation’ for 
solving 
our 
mounting 
metropolitan 
problems.” 
After more 
than 
three 
years as county board president, Simon 
is in a good position to know. 


Historically, the o r g a n i z a t i o n 
of state government has not reflected 
urban growth, and emergence of spe­ 
cial urban problems. Rural-dominated 
legislatures have not reshaped state 
government to fit it for the task of 
solving these problems. Each individ­ 
ual municipality still must deal sep­ 
arately with a different state agency 
for every program that is attempted, 
whether it be a new airport, a mental 
health clinic, juvenile delinquency, air 
pollution, 
hospital 
construction, 
or 
building a sewage treatment plant. 


A State Department of Urban Af­ 
fairs could cut through much red tape 
by centralizing state services to mu­ 
nicipalities. It could provide “one-stop 
service” for cities applying for state 
or federal assistance. And finally, as 
Simon pointed out, federal officials 
could work through this agency instead 
of dealing separately with each town 
or city. 


In addition to streamlining the op­ 
eration of existing programs, such a 
Department of Urban Affairs would 
develop programs at the state level 
for dealing with the challenges of met­ 
ropolitan growth. 


Because of neglect of urban affairs 
in the state capitals, a vacuum has 
developed which is being filled by fed­ 
eral programs. 


In both political parties the feeling 
is widespread that this trend should be 
reversed and power should flow back 
to the states. This will be impossible 
without state agencies which have the 
scope and authority to act effectively. 


For these reasons, creation of a 
Department of Urban Affairs should be 
at the top of the agenda of the next 
General Assembly.

Help for Migrants

Those work mg to improve 
the plight of the Mexican- 
American in the 
northwest 
suburbs are not talking of the 
Latin poet when they mention 
Virgil. 
Virgil is Virgil Bass. This 


slight, be-speetacled man has 
become closely identified with 
people and organizations con­ 
cerned with adequate housing, 
education, and jobs for mi­ 
grants and the families who 
have left the migrant main­ 
stream. 
THE 
39-YEAR-OLD 
Bass 
is chairman of the Northwest 
Church Council for Migrant 
Aid and vice-chairman of the 
Northwest Cook Opportunity 
Council (Norwesco). He serves 
on the governing board of the 
Cook County 
Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity and he is 
third vice - chairman of the 
North Cook County steering 
committee of the Office, of 
Economic Opportunity of Cook 
County. He is a member of 
the 
Metropolitan 
Migrant 
Commission of the Church 
Federation of 
Greater 
Chi­ 


cago. 
An old hand in working 
on migrant problems, B a s s 
wears well under the frustra­ 
tions of tangling with the 
problems of this m i n o r i t y 
group. Smiling and breaking 
his slightly formal air. Bass 
will admit he has thought of 
getting out of this work “but 
I have a stubborn streak.” 
He has been encouraged by 
one major breakthrough—i n 
education.

He is vice presi­ 
dent of J. E. Bernard & Co., 
Inc. and handles custom docu­ 
ments and shipping p a p e r s 
needed in this custom house 
broker and export-i rn p o r t 
freight contractor business. 
Bass became involved in 
the area’s migrant problem 
after he became m i s s i o n 
chairman of the Community 
Church of Rolling Meadows. 
His committee d o n a t e d 
clothes to needy mi g r a n t 
families and conducted Sun­ 
day services at the migrant 


camps. He is now chairman 
of the same kind of commit­ 
tee for the Palatine Presby­ 
terian Church where he also 
is an elder. 
“I haven’t been as involved 
with individual families a s 
much as I first intended,” 
Bass said. He had to forego 
this field work when he found 
the need for organization and 
involvement of people a n d 
groups seemed more critical. 
He believed it necessary t o 
find groups who would make 
a bridge between Mexican- 
Americans and the communi­ 
ty. “These people have 
n o 
feeling of belonging. They’re 
shy and suspicious s i n c e 
they’ve been badly treated by 
the community and growers,” 
the Hyde Park High School 
graduate observed. 
BOOKS AND people have, 
been his resources for learn­ 
ing about the Spanish-speak­ 
ing people as he works along. 
He tries to pass along refer­ 
ence materials to others in 
the work. 
The biggest problem f o r 
these Spanish speaking people 
is the mechanization of agri­ 
culture, Bass believes. T h i s 
northwest area of Cook Coun­ 
ty is an ideal area to retrain 
and relocate these f o r m e r 
agricultural workers, B a s s 
said. Industry needs s e rn i- 
skilled and unskilled labor. 
The Federal government and 
the Ford Foundation h a v e 
done some of the retraining 
and relocating in other areas 
of the country. “But it takes 
money,” Bass admitted. H e 
hopes the political pressure 
on Mexican-American housing 
will not drive the people and 
their problems to an o t h e r 
county. 
Bass alw ays a t t e n d e d 
church and Sunday School 


as a child and youth grow­ 
ing up near the South Shore 
area of Chicago. After two 
years, 1945-46, with the Ar­ 
my of occupation in Japan, 
church work seemed natural 
for Bass’ spare time. 
“I worked for the institution 
of the church—keeping 
t h e 
wheels running,” Bass recalls. 
Then a depth study of the 
meaning of lay ministry and 
its role changed Bass’ outlook. 
He became more convinced 
the layman should become in­ 
volved in the wider communi­ 
ty, not just the church unit. 
His work with Spanish speak­ 
ing people is an outgrowth of 
this viewpoint. 
“CHURCH HAS been a good 
training ground,” the man in 
the neat navy suit and quiet 
print tie declared. It develops 
an ability to get along with 
people. It didn’t bother him 
as much as it irritated those 
with whom he worked when 
he was called “a stuffed shirt” 
at one time. 
That kind of 
thing grows from lack of un­ 
derstanding of each other’s 
motives and problems, he said 
calmly. 
With all his involvement in 
church work, Bass has never 
wanted to be a minister. “I 
don’t think I’m cut out f o r 
that,” he smiled.

In 1927, death sentences for 
the two were upheld in an 
appeal, even though a con­ 
demned criminal, meanwhile, 
had admitted he had been one 
of a gang responsible for the 
crime.

tio ns in Illino is and pro duced 
by Fo rest Ho spital as a pub­ 
lic serv ice. 
Ho st fo r “ The Search fo r 
Mental Health” series is Mo r­ 
ris B. Squire, administrato r 
o f the 9 0-bed psy chiatric ho s­ 
pital. 


THE SERIES, no w heard 
in Kankakee, is so o n to be 
scheduled o n statio n WRSV- 


Wiley s. Dutch Elm disease

s t a t e,” she ex plains, “ the 
pleasure-seeking, selfish part 
o f a perso n. It is necessary 
to enable 
peo ple 
to 
enjo y 
their liv es, but it can create 
pro blems. The adult ego state 
is the part o f the perso nality 
which wo rks like a co mputer. 
It lo o ks at a situatio n; ex ­ 
amines the co nsequences and 
makes decisio ns o n a ratio nal 
basis witho ut much emo tio n. 


“ The parental ego state in­ 
co rpo rates the v alue .sy stem 
o f o ne’s parents. This giv es us 
o ur v alues, habits, sy stems o f 
behav io r.” 


A primary cause o f tro uble 
between spo uses is the fact 
that o ne spo use is acting in 
a child state while the o ther 
is acting in a parental ego 


state, acco rding to Mrs. Tanz­ 
man. 


THE J OB OF the marital 
co unselo r is to help the part­ 
ners see what needs are being 
met by their co nflicting be­ 
hav io r and try to make them 
understand the situatio n and 
mo v e to gether, she adds. 


A unique pro gram to head 
o ff marital pro blems is also 
described by Mrs. Tanzman 
during the radio interv iew. 


“ We feel,” she say s, “ that 
if we can enco urage y o ung 
peo ple

Though she’s not a native, 
Mrs; Frank Wiley of Schaum­ 
burg probably knows as much 
about Schaumburg Township 
and the village of Schaum­ 
burg as anybody born there. 
Ifs been a little more than 
20 years ago since Canadian- 
born Loie Wiley and her hus­ 
band, now a village trustee 
a n d 
businessman, 
moved 


from Oak Park to their 80- 
acre farm just south of the 
Northwest Tollway. 
In those days there wasn't 
a n incorporated a r e a 
in 
Schaumburg Township, 
and 
the Wileys were surrounded 
by farm folk, many of them 
descendants of the original 
settlers. Nowadays the toll­ 
way runs along one side of 
their farm and the Schaum­ 
burg Industrial Park fronts 
their land on the other three. 


Just down the road from the 
farm is Frank Wiley Co., 
manufacturer of light-sensi­ 
tized products and the first 
industrial plant to be built in 
the township. To the south 
and east are several other 
plants, including Northern Il­ 
linois Gas, Terry Foods and 
Nuclear Data. 
LOIE WILEY’S social life 
centered in the 
village of 
Palatine when she first mov­ 
ed to the farm. Active in the

Woman's Club, she served as 
its president and still is a 
member. Her sons, Don and 
Bob, attended both elementary 
and high school in Palatine. 
And she had a role in Pala­ 
tine’s Centennial some years 
ago. 
“But I’ve always had a 
deep interest in Schaumburg 
Township,” affirms Mrs. Wi­ 
ley. 
Now that her boys are 
grown, married and parents 
themselves, she is able to do 
something about that interest 
by giving time and talent to 
the civic life of the village. 


Loie’s first official role was 
as chairman of the commit­ 
tee that brought the 
book­ 
mobile of the Fox River Val­ 
ley Regional Library to the 
libraryless 
township. 
She’s 
mighty proud of that, too. 


LATER BOTH she and her 
husband were active in help­ 
ing to establish the village (rf 
Schaumburg, 
and 
she 
has 
served (Mi its planning com­ 
mission for the past several 
years, acting also as the plan 
body’s secretary. 


When the Schaumburg Com­ 
munity Center was dedicated, 
Loie Wiley had charge of the 
arrangements, including put­ 
ting together the printed pro­ 
gram. 
Always interested 
in the 
history of the area, she was 
instrumental in getting the 
Schaumburg Historical Socie­ 
ty started, was its first presi­ 
dent and recently got re-elect­ 
ed to another term. One of 
the society’s projects is the 
historical museum in the orig­ 
inal church building and first 
school of the St. Peter Luther­ 
an Church. 
Despite this involvement in 
community affairs. Loie Wiley 
still retains her interest and 
enjoyment in her home. The 
house itself, more than IOO 
years old except for the huge 
living room addition put on 
by its previous owner, 
is 
cozily furnished with antiques 
refinished by Loie. Several of 
the pieces of furniture came 
from her husband’s family 
home in Earlville, 111., where 
Frank’s father and grandfath­ 
er both were doctors. 


A PORTRAIT of Grandfath­ 
er Wiley in his dark suit 
and Lincolnlike beard graces 
the wall above the living room 
fireplace, and on another wall 


hangs a portrait of the grand­ 
mother. 
Strewn throughout the house 
are lamps and lanterns of all 
sizes and shapes for these are 
one of Loie Wiley’s favorite 
antiques. 
While 
many are 
only decorative, several are 
useful as well wThen there is 
an electric power failure. 
Mrs. Wiley likes to braid 
rugs, finds it a relaxing pas­ 
time, and there are several 
in varying sizes covering the 
wide-board, wood-pegged liv­ 
ing room floor. 
Gardening is another of her 
diverse interests. Just off the 
porch that leads from the liv­ 
ing room to the back yard 
is a rose garden where she 
has about 35 different varie­ 
ties. The fenced-in garden is 
styled after an English gar­ 
den, and in the spots where 
there are no roses, she grows 
a mixture of annuals and per­ 
ennials that provide bloom all 
through the growing season. 


“I ALSO have two tri-color 
awards for flower arranging,” 
she notes proudly. 


Mrs. Wiley sews, too. deriv­ 
ing some of her greatest 
pleasure in making garments 
and doll clothes for her two 
granddaughters, 
5 
and 
3, 
daughters of son Don. That 
first-born daughter of Don’s, 
incidentally, enjoys the dis­ 
tinction of being the first girl 
on the Wiley side of the fam­ 
ily in more than 
2 0 0 years. 
Canning and freezing are 
others of Loie’s skills though 
she does neither in the quan­ 
tity she did when the boys 
were home. 
And somehow, along with 
all her other activities, this 
busy Schaumburg homemaker 
manages to do the bookwork 
for her husband's business. 


THE EXPLOSIVE growth 
of Schaumburg Township in 
the past decade hasn’t chang­ 
ed the Wiley farm much. 
They still grow crops—soy­ 
beans. corn, some wheat or 
oats^ They still breed ani­ 
mals—sheep right now, 
but 
other times hogs. 
They no 
longer keep a pony or horses 
as they did when the boys 
were growing up, but they do 
have a dog, an abandoned 
pup. now five months old, 
who can't love them enough 
for giving her a home. 
There has been one change 
—a heartbreaking one for the

Approximately 80 per cent 
of the marriages in the United 
States are in varying degrees 
of trouble, according to the 
chief social worker in the 
Marital Department of Forest 
Hospital in Des Plaines. 
Mrs. Mary Tanzman, who 
has 
2 0 years of experience 
working with the problems of 
married couples, candidly dis­ 
cusses modern marriages on 
one of a series of radio shows 
now heard on selected sta­ 
tions in Illinois and produced 
by Forest Hospital as a pub­ 
lic service. 
Host for “The Search for 
Mental Health” series is Mor­ 
ris B. Squire, administrator 
of the 90-bed psychiatric hos­ 
pital. 


THE SERIES, now heard 
in Kankakee, is soon to be 
scheduled on station WRSV- 


Wileys. Dutch Elm disease 
has destroyed the long line 
of American elms that bor­ 
der both sides of the lane 
leading up to their farmhouse.

view, Mrs. Tanzman states 
that 4 out of IO marriages 
in the United States end in 
divorce, while 4 out of IO 
continue “but are character­ 
ized by constant discord.” 


“The remaining 
2 couples 
out of IO live in harmony,” 
continues Mrs. Tanzman, “but 
some studies show these are 
happy, 
dull 
marriages.” 


The problem seems to be 
to encourage couples to com­ 
municate constructively, she 
said. This is complicated by 
the fact that different ego 
states of the partners come 
in conflict with each other. 


“THERE 
IS 
THE 
child 
s t a t e,” she explains, “the 
pleasure-seeking, selfish part 
of a person. It is necessary 
to enable people to enjoy 
their lives, but it can create 
problems. The adult ego state 
is the part of the personality 
which works like a computer. 
It looks at a situation; ex­ 
amines the consequences and 
makes decisions on a rational 
basis without much emotion. 


“The parental ego state in­ 
corporates the value system 
of one’s parents. This gives us 
our values, habits, systems of 
behavior.” 


A primary cause of trouble 
between spouses is the fact 
that one spouse is acting in 
a child state while the other 
is acting in a parental ego 


state, according to Mrs. Tanz­ 
man. 


THE JOB OF the marital 
counselor is to help the part­ 
ners see what needs are being 
met by their conflicting be­ 
havior and try to make them 
understand the situation and 
move together, she adds. 


A unique program to head 
off marital problems is also 
described by Mrs. Tanzman 
during the radio interview. 


“We feel,” she says, “that 
if we can encourage young 
people 
contemplating 
mar­ 
riage 
to 
seek 
professional 
consultation, they have a bet­ 
ter chance 
of anticipating 
problems which might arise 
and dealing with them before 
they become major crises.” 


“Generally, in dealing with 
couples, we try to help them 
in areas in which they seek 
help, but if we observe an 
area they are not aware of, 
we deal with it if we feel the 
couple can handle it.” 


ANOTHER preventive pro­ 
gram of Forest Hospital’s 
Marital Department is de­ 
scribed by Mrs. Tanzman on 
the interview — the Well- 
Marriage Unit. The married 
couple is encouraged to come 
to the department as soon 
after marriage as they have 
a serious difference. 


“This prevents the frequent 
problem we encounter of cou­ 
ples fighting for years and 
coming for counseling when 
negative patterns have al­ 
ready set in and have to be 
overcome.” 


Yo u Ga n Get Mo re Plea sure

You can get more than one 
day ’s enjoy ment from that East­ 
er corsage 
or other 
Easter 
flowers just by ex ercising a 
little care. 
Orchids, 
for 
instance, 
are 
unong the hardiest of all ex ­ 
otic blooms, and y ou can get a 
second wearing from that orchid 
corsage by following this simp le 
trick. Remove the florist’s tap e 
and ribbon and p lunge the stem 
of the orchid in cold water until 
y ou wish to p in it again to y our 
suit or coat. A half^int jar or 
bottle is just about right to keep 
the stem immersed and the or­ 
chid sup p orted out of water. 
The bloom should be kep t in 
a cool p lace, 50 to 55 degrees, 
where there is p lenty of mois­ 
ture in the air. In the refriger­ 
ator this means the warmest 
p art of it, but never ex p osed to 
hot dry air. 
Freshening 
c l u s t e r s 
of 
carnations or roses is easy ; 
simp ly dunk the flowers in cold 
water once or twice, shake off 
the ex cess and p ut away in 
y our refrigerator in the corsage 
bag or in a wrap p ing of tissues. 
If the corsage is made with 
gardenias or camellias, wrap 
the blooms in moist cotton to 
keep their dewy freshness, but 
be sure the corsage goes back 
into the florists’ delivery box 
when stored in y our home re­ 
frigerator. 
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A little care keep s any Easter 
flowers longer. If y our roses, 
carnations or chry santhemums 
are already arranged in the so- 
called “foam” materials, check 
the water level daily and re­ 
p lace as necessary . 


WHEN YOU RECEIVE y our 
flowers loose, p lace them in 
a cool p lace over night or sev­ 
eral hours, p referably in a flo­ 
ral p reservative. Roses or car­ 
nations should be cut with a 
sharp knife — about an inch 
off the bottom of each stem. 
Your blooming hy drangea is 
a “water” p lant and needs con­ 
stant, amp le 
watering every 
day . An ex cellent method is to 
dunk the p lant in a p ail of wa­ 
ter after removing the florists’ 
wrap p ings; leave it there until 
no more air bubbles are coming 
to the top . 


The Easter lily does not need 
quite as much water as the 
hy drangea. A good test is to 
p oke a finger into the top of 
the soil; if the soil seems dry 
or hard, it needs water.

Music Outgushes Plot in ‘Wildcat’

“ Wildcat” is an oil field musi­ 
cal producing both high and low 
grade results. It is blessed with 
a lively score. But it is afflict­ 
ed with a 1930 “ B ” movie plot. 
And 
Music-On-Stage’s 
recent 
production had the same mixed 
octane. 
Performances 
ranged f rom 
excellent to less than adequate. 
In that excellent category was 
Ron Cowan as Joe Dynamite, 
the swaggering oil crew fore­ 
man who captures the heroine’s 
heart. Cowan has a well-trained 
baritone that he knows how to 
use in musical comedy 
style. 
But he also knows how to act. 
.And the blending of the two 
gave “ Wildcat” a really first- 
rate performance. Of course, 
Cowan's strapping good looks 
scored another point. 
However, “ Wildcat” is really 
a vehicle for a woman. This 
tale of Wildcat Jackson, female 


“ oil man” who finds out what 
feminity is all about on the 1912 
Texas oil fields, was Lucille 
Ball’s play on Broadway. And 
it was a one-woman show. When 
she left, the play collapsed. 


AW ARE THAT the weight of 
the over-done plot rested on her 
shoulders, MOS’s Wildcat, Jac- 
qui Cassel, gave it a mighty 
try. Perhaps part of her trouble 
was that she tried too hard. 
She exaggerated her gestures 
and grimaces, belted her songs 
and did her best to be all over 
the stage. But for all of that, 
she did create a likable charac­ 
ter who made the audience care 
how her love and well turned 
out. 
With such a flamboyant cen­ 
tral character, the two support­ 
ing women’s roles were pale by 
comparison. However, particul­ 
arly effective was Carol Heisler 
as Wildcat’s younger sister. She 
provided good counterpoint as 


the hesitant young ingenue. 
Laverne Juhl, as the Countess 
O’Brien, 
contributed excellent 
timing to her comedy lines and 
a true, strong voice to her one 
musical number. However, she 
was faulted on the high cres­ 
cendo in which she delivered 
most of her lines. True, the 
Countess 
was 
scatter-brained, 
but flighty women don’t have to 
speak in the C above high C. 


MOST SADLY MISCAST and

poor make-up was Frank Wam- 
bach. As the young Mexican, 
Hank, his Nordic looks were a 
definite drawback.

But 
looks -aside, he was unconvinc­ 
ing in the role although he made 
a valiant try at the Mexican ac­ 
cent.
